we consider the condition in regard 
to nitrogen as well. 
Unlike 
phos- 


phorus and potash, nitrogen is not 
a natural element in the -soil hut 
must be supplied. When these soils 
were dragged to their present posi- 
tion by the glaciers, ages ago, they 
contained practically no nitrogen in 
a form that might be nsed hy 
the 


plant. 


Fortunately there is the air over 


every acre of soil. 
A half million 


tons of nitrogen, .-ind certain classes 
of 
plants 
called 
legumes 
have 


through 
a kind 
of bacteria which 


grows on their roots, the powor to 
gather this nitrogen 
fro.ni the air 


and fix it in a form which is avail- 
able to growing plants, There is also 
another kind of bacteria which lives 
! on woody fiber, such as is deposited 
by corn stalks and

THRESHING AGAIN IS 
INTERRUPTED DY RAIN 


Fields Are Soaked and Harvest is 


Discontinued Today—Weather 


Better Than.Usual 


LITTLE COMPLAINT IS MADE 


For the second time the threshing 


season opened, the wo,rk of the far- 
mers hns been halted by rain, which 
came yesterday with such force as 
to soak the 'fields thoroughly. 


The threshing program, 'however, 


has advanced with such feV inter- 
ruptions that despite the two vr.ins 
which have deterred 
the continued 


rapid;advance of the wheat harvest, 
the farmers

The Well Known 68 Degrees 


The federal fuel 
administration 


has announced that it intends to put 
in effect a coal rationing system next 
winter whereby each consumer will 
receive harely enough fuel to keep 
his home 
at 68 degrees. 
In the 


event that he is out of fuel before 
the winter is over, the wasteful con- 
sumer will have none but himself to 
blame, the administration argues. 


There are those, however, 
who 


lake exception 
to such a program 


and declare that it is ridiculous that 
the United 'States, underlaid 
with 


some ?.,000,000,000,000 tons of coal, 
should 'be worrying along trying to 
use less fuel t-hun is actually requir- 
ed. 


The Washington, D. C. Post char- 


acterizes the sixty-eight degree busi- 
ness as ''another weird regulation," 
which has been promulgated by that 
remarkable agency of the govern- 
ment, the federal fuel administra- 
tion. In order to meet the threaten- 
ed coal shortage next winter there 
is to be rationing of coal to house- 
holders, and each is to be allowed 
only us much coal as is found to be 
scientifically necessary to heat his 
house to 68 degrees, provided every 
conservation rule has been obeyed 
Coal is to be allotted by the local 
fuel administrators and each order 
is to be censored by an authorized 
representative, who will check up to 
ascertain how much fuel is ".-cieii- 
litically" necessary to keep tin: fur- 
nace booming at a rate which will 
maintain a OS-degree temperature. 


"•Heaven grant that it inay be an 


open winter," continues 
the Post. 


Then there will be fuel a-plenty, but 
if it should hapepn to be a hard win- 
ter there will be an epidemic of grip 
and burst water pipes throughout 
the length and breadth of this fuel- 
starved laud. Sixty-eight degrees is 
the positive limit: remember that! 
If in a surprising 1>nrst of energy the 
old furuiice should heat up to 70 and

around at that moment .the sruilty 
party would be subject to the pen- 
alty of having his bins emptied as 
punishmetn for his crime.

It \s Maximum for Feed Dealers 


which Does Not Justify Prices in 


Excess of Former Charges 


LIMITATIONS ON FOOD MEN 


Warns Dealers That Their Profits 


Will be Scrutinized and Profit- 


eering Punished 


A price schedule "that allows a 


reasonable margin of profit'7 to re- 
tail dealers in feeds, has just been 
promulgated by Dr. Harry K. Bar- 
nard, federal food administrator for 
Indiana. 


"It should be pointed out.'' says 


Dr. Barnard's bulletin to his county 
administrators, "that this schedule 
is a maximum and does not justify 
charges in excess of those custom- 
arily charged, in any particular case 
where lower charges will insure 
a 


reasonable profit." 


The following limitations are plac- 


ed upon the feed retailers, as "'fair'' 
margins over the delivered cost to 
him: 


1 When one or more farmers pur- 


chase in advance of delivery i:i full 
carloads, 
take delivery at car and 


pay cash when retail dealer is re: 
quired to meet sight 
draft, 
$1.00 


per ton, plus demurrage, if any. 


2 Where one or more farmers pur- 


chase in advance of delivery in full 
carloads, take delivery at car and 
pay for it on delivery, $1.50 per ton 
plus demurrage, if any. 


3 -Where farmer purchases and 


takes delivery at car and pays for it 
on delivery in ton lots or moie but 
less than t-ar lots, $2.00 per ton. 


4 Where farmer purchases 
and 


takes delivery at car a>m pays for

The published margins on mill feed 
should enable a dealer to arrive at 
a reasonable selling price for all 
feeds, concludes Dr. Barnard's bul- 
letin.

Before preparing fruit make sirup 
3 pounds 9 ounces sugar to 1 gal- 
on of water or 5 pounds 8 ounces 
sugar to 1 gallon of water,) allowing 
ibout 1 cup of water for each quart 
ar. 
Put in one cracked peach pit 


for every quart of sirup. Boil sirup 
for 5 minutes. 
'Strained honey or 


other sirups can be used in place of 


part of the sirup usually required. 
Sort the fruit, using firm, sound, 


uniform peaches for canning 
and 


putting aside the soft broken ones 
.'or jam. 'Peeling may be done by 
immersing in boiling water about 1 
minute or until skins slip 
easily. 


Remove, plunge for a minute into 
cold water, and slip off the skins, 
-ut into halves and pack at once in 
previously boiled jars, placing the 
lalves in 
overlapping layers, 
the 


concave surface of each half being 
downward and the blossom end fac- 
ing the glass. -Fill each jar with hot 
sirup and paddle carefully to remove 
air bubbles. 
Partially seal jars. 


Boil (process) quart jars in a water 
bath for 20 minutes and half gallons

test jars for leaks. Store in a cool, 
dark, dry place.

ity from a "careless person afflictei 
with it.

den rested with the county to have 
a place to care for incipient cases 
which could be cured, thus prevent- 
ing the spread of the disease.

germs. 
It is declared by authori- 


ties on this subject that, it will be 
only by the greatest efforts that 
great increase in this particular dis. 
ease can be prevented after the war. 


Th« state law provides the county 


commissioners

county hospital whenever a petition 
signed by 200 resident freeholders 
of the county shall be presented to 
the. board, providing 150 of such 
freeholders do not reside in the city 
or town where it is proposed to 
locate the hospital.
